In  the  Book  of  Deuteronomy  31:19  it 
states  “therefore  write  down  this  song 
(meaning  the  Torah)  and  teach  it  to  the 
people  of  Israel”.... 


I  must  congratulate  those  lay  leaders  of 
our  congregation  who  not  only  thought 
of  the  idea  but  have  worked  assiduously 
to  see  it  come  to  fruition. 

An  expert  will  be  talking  to  us  about 
this  project  and  he  will  explain  the 
delight  and  honor  you  will  experience 
dedicating  something  with  special 
meaning:  maybe  your  children’s  bar  or 
bat  mitzvah  portion  or  a  section  of  your 
favorite  festival  etc.

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Park  Avenue  Synagogue: 

From  the  Beginnings  Until  the  Turn  of  the  20th  Century

We  who  celebrate  Park  Avenue  Syn¬ 
agogue’s  125th  Anniversary  know  well 
our  dynamic  institution,  with  its  many 
resources,  well-regarded  clergy  and  lay 
leadership,  and  an  outstanding  profes¬ 
sional  staff  motivated  to  educate  and 
stimulate  us.  But  we  may  not  know 
much  about  our  Synagogue’s  fam¬ 
ily  roots,  or  the  New  York  and  Jewish 
world  of  125  years  ago.  Over  the  next 
year  plus,  we  plan  to  look  back  on  our 
origins  so  as  to  appreciate  our  past  and 
hopefully  inspire  our  future  growth. 
Sometimes  we  will  include  or  adapt 
writings  or  documents  prepared  for 
previous  commemorations.  The  follow¬ 
ing  review  of  our  early  history  is  such  an 
adaptation. 

What  is  considered  the  main  com¬ 
ponent  of  this  Synagogue  was  founded 
in  1882.  However,  there  were  prior 
branches,  placing  our  earliest  congrega¬ 
tional  ancestry  at  1 843  or  earlier,  with 
the  establishment  of  a  Polish  congrega¬ 
tion,  Beth  Israel,  located  on  New  York’s 
Lower  East  Side,  with  roots  from  an 
even  older  congregation,  Shaaray  Tze- 
dek.  A  few  years  later,  in  1849,  another 
Polish  synagogue  was  formed,  called 
Congregation  Bikur  Cholim.  In  those 
years,  congregations  broke  away  or 
combined  for  many  reasons,  including 
disagreements  or  financial  needs  of  the 
membership.  Whatever  the  case,  Beth 
Israel  and  Bikur  Cholim  merged  into 
Beth  Israel-Bikur  Cholim  in  1885,  and 
moved  uptown  to  Yorkville  in  1887,  to 
a  new  building  on  the  corner  of  Lex¬ 
ington  Avenue  and  72nd  St.  It  was  an 
immense  twin-towered  structure  that 
dominated  the  neighborhood  for  many 
years. 


What  did  it  mean  to  move  to  the 
Upper  East  Side  from  Downtown  and 
the  Lower  East  Side?  One  commonality 
was  Yorkville,  as  the  German  immi¬ 
grant-populated  northeastern  part  of  the 
Upper  East  Side  was  known.  During  the 
1840s,  it  was  “the  country”  and  both 
Beth  Israel  and  Bikur  Cholim  purchased 
cemeteries  in  Yorkville.  (In  1851  New 
York  City  prohibited  all  burials  below 
86th  Street.)  Polish  Jews  from  the  Lower 
East  Side  who  moved  to  “German” 
Yorkville  found  that  cultural  differences 
were  not  all  that  great.  The  founders  of 
these  two  Polish  synagogues  were  from 
Posen,  which  sometimes  was  part  of 
Poland,  and  sometimes  part  of  Prus¬ 
sia,  so  the  Jews  from  this  region  spoke 
Yiddish  and  German.  Thus,  moving  up 
to  German-speaking  Yorkville  was  like  a 
“trip  back  home.” 

The  year  1882  is  celebrated  as  the 
founding  of  our  congregation,  because 
of  the  establishment  in  that  year  of  two 
Yorkville  congregations  that  have  always 
been  considered  its  seeds:  Sha’are  Tikvah 
and  Agudat  Yesharim.  In  fact,  at  the 
50th  Anniversary,  the  beginnings  of  the 
congregation  were  described  as  follows: 

“The  seed  and  origin  of  the  Congregation  dates 
back  to  1882,  when  a  group  of  men  with  character 
and  culture  which  had  been  fortified  and  nurtured 
in  the  Old  World,  decided  upon  the  establishment 
of  a  liberal  religious  association  to  conduct  Services 
and  perform  such  rites  as  were  on  consonance  with 
the  German  Liberal  Movement.  ” 

Note  that.  It  was  German  and  liber¬ 
al,  a  term  lor  Reform  in  those  days.  The 
name  of  that  Congregation  was  Temple 
Sha’are  Tikvah,  known  also  as  “Gates  of 
Hope”  and  “The  Little  Temple,”  located 
at  1 1 5  East  86th  Street  in  a  former 
church.  It  is  said  that  the  Congregation 
became  very  popular  in  Yorkville,  draw¬ 


ing  a  large  attendance  of  young  people 
at  services. 

But  the  1880s  were  difficult  years, 
particularly  for  the  Jews  of  Eastern 
Europe.  In  March  of  1881,  Czar  Alex¬ 
ander  II  of  Russia  was  assassinated  by  a 
revolutionary  organization.  Immediately 
after  that,  anti-Jewish  circles  sparked 
rumors  that  Jews  had  assassinated  the 
Czar  and  that  the  government  in  Russia 
had  authorized  attacks  on  Jews.  At  the 
end  of  1881  and  in  1882,  a  series  of 
terrible  pogroms  took  place.  The  Czar’s 
May  Laws  of  1 882  restricted  where  Jews 
could  live  and  go  to  school  and  when 
they  could  work. 

1882  was  also  the  year  of  the  first 
Aliyah — the  movement  of  Jews  who 
decided  to  return  to  the  Land  of  Israel. 
Here  in  New  York  City,  large  migrations 
of  Jews  began  to  arrive,  and  they  had 
their  impact  on  the  city  and  Yorkville. 
These  Eastern  European  and  Russian 
Jews  were  the  famous  “tired  and  poor,” 
and  the  resources  of  Temple  Sha’are 
Tikvah  were  strained,  and  its  member¬ 
ship  changed.  Among  other  trials,  there 
was  a  rapid  turnover  of  rabbis  and  lay 
leaders. 

By  the  1 890s  the  Congregation 
sought  a  more  conservative  approach 
to  its  religious  life.  Then,  between 
1892  and  1894,  Temple  Gates  ol  Hope 
merged  with  Congregation  Agudat  Ye¬ 
sharim,  also  founded  in  1882,  retaining 
the  building  on  86th  Street,  but  taking 
the  Hebrew  name  of  Agudat  Yesharim, 
which  remains  our  Hebrew  name  today 
and  is  inscribed  in  the  stone  column  on 
the  Madison  Avenue  entrance.  How¬ 
ever,  the  Congregation  was  frequently 
referred  to  as  the  “Eighty-Sixth  Street 
Temple.” 
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Congregation  Beth  Israel 

(break-away  from  Shaaray  Tzedek)

What  was  the  Synagogue  like  during 
the  1880s  and  1890s?  The  building 
was  in  disrepair,  and  the  members  were 
not  able  to  fix  it  up.  One  of  the  officers 
from  those  days  remembered  that  many 
things  never  worked  as  they  should.  The 
gas  chandelier  in  the  sanctuary  was  hard 
to  light  and  each  piece  required  hand 
lighting,  as  the  electric  spark  ignition 
failed  to  work.  Also,  the  old  organ  had 
an  official  pumper,  whose  job  it  was 
to  pump  the  organ-bellows  with  air. 

But  the  pumper  often  failed  to  appear. 
When  that  happened,  the  shamash  had 
an  extra  job,  not  to  pump  the  organ, 
but  to  grab  the  first  boy  he  found  in  the 
Service  and  give  him  the  privilege  of 
pumping  for  the  Shabbat  Service  of  that 
day. 

Though  they  might  not  have  been 
the  richest  days,  the  1890s  were  a  fine 
time  to  be  affiliated  with  the  Congrega¬ 
tion.  A  Hebrew  school  was  organized, 
and  the  Rabbi  taught  the  boys.  Julia 
Richman,  a  principal  of  P.S.  177,  for 
whom  a  school  in  our  neighborhood 
is  named,  taught  the  girls  in  the  dingy 
rooms  downstairs.  A  congregant,  a 
niece  of  a  founding  officer,  reminisced 
about  how  fine  it  was  to  worship  at  the 
86th  St  Synagogue. 

“It  was  a  beautiful  place.  There  was  a  choir  and 
an  organ;  the  Services  were  conducted  in  German, 
the  prayers  in  Hebrew.  Rabbi  Kallman  had  come 
from  Berlin.  ”  She  described  Yorkville  as  " a  fine, 
cultured,  and  a  refined  place,  ”  and  the  congregants 
“reflected  their  surroundings.  ” 

Happily,  the  financial  condition  im¬ 
proved,  and  the  Congregation  was  able 
to  recondition  the  building  in  1904.

Jewish  Music  and  Art  in  our  School 


Ron  Koas,  Education  Director 

We  did  it  again!  We  won 
an  award  in  the  Syna¬ 
gogue  Awards  Compe¬ 
tition.  Our  synagogue 
has  been  recognized  for  outstanding 
achievement  in  the  area  of  Jewish  Music 
and  Art. 

So,  what’s  so  great  about  our  pro¬ 
gram? 

Omanut  (Art) 

Visual  arts  are  taught  by  the  synagogue’s 
Artist-In-Residence,  Ellen  Alt  (our  nom¬ 
inee  for  this  award).  Ellen’s  studio  is  our 
school’s  art  classroom,  thus  enabling  our 
students  to  see  and  learn  about  the  proj¬ 
ects  Ellen  is  working  on  professionally. 
The  art  room  is  a  place  for  classroom 
curriculum  enhancement,  creativity  and 
special  projects  related  to  the  overall  cur¬ 
riculum.  Throughout  the  year,  students 
immerse  themselves  in  the  Jewish/Israeli 
holiday  calendar,  Bible  studies  and  He¬ 
brew  language  art  projects.  Projects  are 
created  individually,  by  a  class  or  grade, 
or  school-wide.  A  wide  range  of  both 
two-and  three-dimensional  materials 
are  used,  including  paper,  watercolor, 
tempera  and  acrylic  paints,  clay,  papier 
mache ,  metallic  sheets,  markers,  colored 
pencils,  fabric,  glitter  and  decorative 
supplies. 

Over  the  past  several  years,  specific 
milestone  projects  have  been  developed 
for  each  grade:  Bet:  Hebrew  letter  and 
word  art  projects;  Gimel:  Siddur  covers; 
Daled:  Shabbat  Hakavod  centerpieces; 
Hay:  Cantillation  posters;  Vav:  Family 
Trees;  Zayin:  Community  service-related 
art  projects. 

In  addition,  the  annual  Tekes  Siyyum / 
Moving  Up  Ceremony  serves  as  a  show¬ 
case  for  our  Omanut  (Art)  program. 

We  are  very  proud  of  Ellen  for  winning 
the  award. 


Musika  (Music) 

Our  music  educators,  Brian  Gelfand 
and  Beth  Schlossberg,  keep  the  place 
humming!  The  regularly  scheduled 
music  classes  for  each  grade  are  often  the 
highlight  of  the  week  for  our  students. 
The  music  teachers  support  our  t’filah 
curriculum  by  helping  reinforce  the 
tunes  of  the  prayers  the  children  learn 
for  Shabbat  morning  and  Friday  eve¬ 
ning.  But  they  are  also  steadily  building 
our  students’  general  repertoire  of  Jewish 
songs.  Each  grade’s  music  curriculum 
includes  holiday  songs,  folk  songs,  con¬ 
temporary  Jewish  songs,  and  even  some 
humorous  novelty  ones.  Students  learn 
lyrics  in  Hebrew,  English,  Yiddish  and 
Ladino.  One  of  the  strengths  of  the  pro¬ 
gram  is  our  teachers’  ability  to  “slip  in” 
so  much  Hebrew  language  instruction 
while  the  students  are  having  so  much 
fun  singing.  The  teachers  accompany 
the  children  on  piano,  organ,  guitar  and 
drums. 

The  students  and  teachers  have  the 
opportunity  to  highlight  our  music  pro¬ 
gram  to  our  school  and  synagogue  com¬ 
munities  at  our  annual  Zimriyah  (song 
festival).  Students  interested  in  doing 
even  more  singing  are  encouraged  to 
participate  in  our  Congregational  School 
Choir  (we  have  about  20  students), 
which  meets  once  a  week  for  practice 
and  is  conducted  by  Brian.  The  choir 
has  several  opportunities  to  perform 
during  the  school  year.
